German Chancellor Submits 
Three Alternatives to Cabinet

BERLIN, Sept. 25—The political 
battle over the Ruhr occupation grows 
in intensity. The Chancellor, Dr. 
Gustav Stresemann, has won the first 
round, but his success has _ been 
neither easy nor complete. The Cab- 
inet sat for nine hours on Sunday 
night but when it broke up at 2 
o’clock on Monday morning, the dis- 
sensions had been at least temporarily 
silenced. The momentous decision 
had also been taken. A series of con- 
ferences followed on Monday, in 
which Dr. Stresemann met and dis- 
cussed the situation with representa- 
tives of the Ruhr and the Rhineland, 
the majority of whom eventually de- 
clared their intention to support his 
policy. 

In his speech in the morning Dr. 
Stresemann dwelt on the desperate 
nature of the economic situation, and 
the fact that the French refusal toagree 
to any of the five points of honor he 
had raised left Germany only three 
possible lines of action; namely, to 
give up passive resistance, or else 
either to continue or to break off 
negotiations. Of these three, the Cab- 
inet had selected the first. 

Addresses Large Meeting 

Later in the day he addressed a 
larger meeting, attended by trades 
union leaders and also by industrial- 
ists including Hugo Stinnes and a 
number of government supporters. 
Herr von Knilling, Premier of 
Bavaria, was also present. Here he 
announced the decision taken in the 
morning, and made a. strong and 
patriotic appeal, declaring that his 
Government would undertake nothing 
not alike honorable to Germany and

Difficulties Facing Chancellor 


The nature of the difficulties Dr. 
Stresemann has had to face may be 
judged from the tenor of the party 
meeting of the Social Democrats here 
on Saturday, which showed that this 
important section of the coalition is 
by no means solidly behind the Gov- 
ernment, though its criticisms are di- 
rected more to the alleged Govern- 
ment weakness in putting down na- 
tionalism, and its failure to sustain 
the mark and restore revenue, than to 
the consequent necessity of abandon- 
ing passive resistance. 

Dr. Zeigner, Saxony’s Premier, was 
at this meeting, and repeated his 
charges against the defense minister. 
In Bavaria he said he had heard of 
50 depots of arms in Pan-German 
hands. They had witnessed, he said, 
arms confiscated by the police and 
handed over for destruction to the 
Reich, which had found their way back 
into the possession of illegal organiza- 
tions. Again, while it could not be 
denied that the Reichswehr, in many 
parts of Germany, were loyal to the 
Republic, in east Prussia, Pomerania, 
and in south Germany, this could not 
be claimed. The Social Democrats 
are not the only section of the coali- 
tion that wavers. The Kreuz Zeitung, 
Conservative organ, declares that an 
influential part of the German Peo- 
ple’s Party also disagrees with Dr. 
Stresemann. That the coalition is 
being sorely tried is so evident that 
possible alternative combinations are 
already discussed, and at least one 
name is mentioned for dictatorship if 
a break should occur.

IBULGARIA MENACED 


BY BORDER STATES;

garian fortress which the Treaty of 
Neuilly gave to Jugoslavia. With such 
a concentration centering on Tsari- 
brod, foreign military authorities here 
point out that it would be possible for 
Sofia to fall into Serbian hands within 
24 hours. 

It is understood that the Foreign 
Ministers friendly to Bulgaria have 
transmitted to their Governments the 
information given them. 

To meet the double danger, King 
Boris has signed a decree of martial 
law which is ready for instant promul- 
gation in case of necessity. This se- 
vere measure is regarded as possibly 
necessary for the prompt suppression 
of the Communist-Agrarian plot de- 
clared to be under the leadership of 
Vasil Kolaroff, of the Secretariat of 
the Third International of Moscow, 
George Dimietroff and Todor Lukanoff. 


PARIS, Sept. 25 (#)—The official 
version of the situation in Bulgaria, 
as set forth in dispatches re€eived by 
the Bulgarian legation here today, is 
as follows: 

The Soviet movement is scattered, 
being confined to small settlements 
among which there is no cohesion and 
which have little power of resistance. 
The work of repression is very diffi- 
cult, because the movement is most 
general in the mountainous regions 
and the small Bulgarian Army has in- 
sufficient strength to deal with such 
scattered uprisings over a widespread 
area. 

Soviets Reported Discouraged 

The life of the Soviet régime in the 
localities where it has been established 
has been between 2 and 14 hours in 
length. Northern Bulgaria is now the 
region most affected. The Soviets in 
the south appéar to have been dis- 
couraged by the prompt action of the 
authorities. 


Conflicting stories of the situation 
in Bulgaria were current last even- 
ing. A dispatch to the London Morn- 
ing Post, dated Belgrade, said that 
the revolution had burst into full flame 
and that the entire country was in 
the hands of the rebels, who had de- 
stroyed all means of communication, 
The situation of Sofia was described 
as critical. King Boris, it was re- 
ported, had offered to resign, but his 
offer had not been accepted. 

Peace Said to Be Restored 

A Sofia dispatch, on the other hand, 
quoted a semiofficial statement is- 
sued Monday evening as saying that 
peace had been restored in the south, 
although several centers of Communist 
disaffection still existed in the north. 
The Paris newspaper, Le Journal, re- 
ceived a dispatch to the same effect. 


SOFIA, Sept. 23 (4) (Delayed)—The 
Government announced tonight that 
the situation created by the Com- 
munist uprising, both in northern and 
southern Bulgaria, is in control of the 
military force, aided by civilian vol- 
unteers. Sporadic outbreaks are con- 
tinuing, however, and the Communists | 
made an attempt last night to cripple 
the telephone and telegraph services 
by cutting the wires leading from the 
central office at Sofia, and from tne 
artillery barracks. 

The authorities hold the suspicion, 
founded upon the discovery of docu- 
mentary evidence, that the design of 
the turbulent Communists is.to ex- 
haust Bulgaria’s smal] military force 
by constant alarms in this city and 
various parts of the country with the 
idea of leading the volunteers to 
refuse duty on the ground that the 
work will be unavailing.

LABOR DELEGATES 
FROM ALL CANADA 


OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 25 (Special) — 
Under the chairmanship of James 
Murdock, Minister of Labor, a confer- 
ence between provincial and federal 
representatives with respect to the 
respective obligations on labor ques- 


tions is being held at Ottawa. When 
Canada became a signatory to the 
League of Nations important obliga- 
tions in regard to labor were assumed, 
but, as ‘the federal and provincial 
spheres are distinctive the conference 
has been called to determine what 
legislation should be federal and what 
provincial, having consideration for 
the British North America Act, and its 
commitment to the provinces of all 
matters affecting property and civil 
rights. 

Certain fundamentals were laid 
down by the League of Nations, and 
these have been amplified by the In- 
ternational Labor Conference. Canada 
accepted these as a signatory, but 
there has been no legislative action, 
although some of the proposals are 
already.in force. 

The outstanding feature is that of 
the uniform eight-hour day. Other 
subjects are the recommendations re- 
garding unemployment, the prohibi- 
tion of private employment offices, 
providing for the recruiting of bodies 
of foreign workers by mutual agree- 
ment, unemployment insurance, the 
employment of women, protection of 
women and children, and prohibition 
of the employment of persons under 
18; measures for preventing unem- 
ployment among agriculturists, and 
limiting to above 14 years the age of 
those employed in this industry; the 
development of vocational agricultural 
education, living conditions of agricul- 
tural workers, the rights of such work- 
ers to organize; application of work- 
men’s compensation and insurance to 
this class; prohibition of use of white 
lead in external painting.

Of this resignation, C. Bernet, presi- 
dent of the Anti-Saloon League, said 
to the writer:

fications and their technical training. 
There can be no objection to a farmer 
on the Federal Reserve Board, provided 
that the farmer understands the mech- 
anism of finance and provided also that 
he will regard himself not as the advo- 
cate of measures which may prove of 
benefit to one industry of our people 


at the expense of others. 


History repeats itself and is doing 
so at the present time in the advocacy 
of fiat money, based on commodities, 
labor hours or land. It would seem that 
the disasters which printing huge 
quantities of paper money has brought 
to Russia and Germany would have 
served as a warning to those in this 
country desiring to overthrow the gold 
standard. It would seem that the con- 
fusion of minds in Russia would not 
have spread to this country. With our 
broader education, it should be real- 
ized that money is a mere symbol of 
value, and generally speaking, not 
value itself. Hence the creation cf 
money by government fiat does not, in 
any sense, increase wealth and it is 
wealth which people need and desire 
and money only as it represents wealth. 
Wealth can be created only by produc- 
tion. Confusion in monetary standards 
can do more to hinder production and 
thereby check the increase of wealth 
than can almost any other method 
known to man. People will cease to 
produce unless they receive a safe re- 
turn. Bankers advocate thrift. Thrift 
is a worthy endeavor in a country of 
stable currency, but a changing cur- 
rency, as we have abundant evidence 
in past and present-day history, ‘makes 
a mockery of thrift.” 

“Our Trouble Is Mental” 

Declaring that the bankers of 
America are confronted with the tre- 
mendous task of correcting the false 
impression that economic disaster 
lurks just ahead, Mr. Traylor advyo- 
cated a “country-wide mental vaca- 
tion.” After an earnest endeavor to 
determine why there is so much agi- 
tation, unrest, turmoil and bickering, 
Mr. Traylor said he had concluded 
“that the greatest part of our trouble is 
mental.” He added: 


Our mounting debt may be tre- 
mendous, the taxes we pay may be 
burdensome, but is the debt out of pro- 
portion to our wealth and ability to 
pay? ” 

Who of us now would willingly re- 
turn to the conditions of 50 or 100 
years ago? Much of our recent debt has 
been for good roads. In most parts of 
the country thase cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $25,000 a mile, but they add 
immediately increased value of $10 to 
$25 an acre to every foot of land they 
traverse and they certainly add in- 
creased dollars to every item produced 
on farms bordering or near them, to 
say nothing of the comfort and happi- 
ness, safe and easy traveling over them 
brings to rural communities. Would we 
stop building roads and would it be a 
good investment to do so? 

Borrowed money has gone into the 
erection and equipment of splendid 
school buildings in city, town and coun- 
\try. Would we like to go back to the 
little red school house with one win- 
dow, an oil lamp, a single blackboard, 
and a three-foot rule, which might be 
used for more than one purpose. We 
would not, and we will not! 

A very large sum has been and is 
being borrowed by the farmers of the 
country to pay existing debts, to pur- 
chase more land or to improve and 


equip the property they already own. ' 


Would we have it otherwise? 

If we applied the same yard stick to 
the municipal and farmer debt, which 
are causing many of our citizens such 
concern, is it not clearly and easily to 
be seen that these debts too are equally 
justified and secured? The farmer who 
borrows $50 an acre upon his land is 
merely capitalizing a part of the value 
which has accrued to him through the 
ever increasing demand of an increas- 
ing population for the purpose of con- 
tributing to his individual and family 
comfort.

Co-operative Institutions May 
Raise Issue of New Invest- 
ments at Convention 


When will rents be lower? 

Is it going to cost more to buy a 
house next year? 

These questions will be discussed 
by men who finance a great deal of 
home building in this State when 
the Massachusetts Co-operative Bank 


League holds its 35th annual conven- 
tion in the New Bedford Hotel, New 
Bedford, Mass., Sept. 27, 28 and 29. 
“Co-operative banks in Massachu- 
setts the funds from which practically 
all go into home building, are doing 
more business this year than ever be- 
fore,” said Herbert F. Taylor, Jr., sec- 
retary of the League, and treasurer 
of the Boston Co-operative Bank in 
announcing plans for the convention. 
“The bank commissioner’s statement 
shows the co-operative banks had 
gained $25,000,000 in assets at the end 
of eight months this year,” said Mr. 
Taylor, “and we expect the total gain 
for the year will be about $40,000,000.” 


Loaded With Applications 


“Massachusetts co-operative banks 
are loaded with applications,” says Mr. 
Taylor. “Therefore the most investors 
or shareholders we have the greater 
number of homes we are able to help 
build. In this way. we are able to 
supply more houses, assist in’ over- 
coming the housing shortage, and thus 
reduce prices.” 

Speculation in building is being dis- 
couraged as far as possible, accord- 
ing to Mr. Taylor, by the co-operative 
banks scaling down loans whenevef 
prices appear to be. elevated artifi- 
cially. However, Mr. Taylor believes 
all signs point to higher building costs 
by next spring. 

It is Mr. Taylor’s opinion that when 
the wave of high costs recedes, the 
single residences will be the first to 
feel a slump in prices, the older 
houses that have been remodeled will 
come next, but he believes that prices 
of two and three-family houses will 
hold up. The trend of rents for apart- 
ments is uncertain, and he points out 
that all houses recently completed 
are getting higher rents for suites. 
People want lower rents, but building 
costs are going steadily higher, and, 
while the supply is increasing, it has 
not as yet overtaken the demand. 

One problem expected to present it- 
self if the flow of money into co-op- 
erative banks continues after real es- 
tate prices come back to normal will 
he to find some other investment for 
unsold funds besides real estate, says 
Mr. Taylor. At present, he asserts, 
98 per cent of co-operative bank 
money is in real estate which is taxed 
at the source, so co-operative banks 
are not taxed in the same manner that 
ordinary savings banks are today. Co- 
operative banks could invest their un- 
sold funds in those bonds allowed to 
savings banks by the State, but the 
question arises if that wouldn’t change 
their status in reJation to taxation. 
As a co-operative bank pays a higher 
dividend than. a savings bank, many 
of the. inyestments allowed savings 
banks would not give sufficient yield. 
Again it is necessary that 90 per cent 
of the co-operative bank’s money be 
employed at all times in order to meet 
the high dividends paid shareholders, 
as co-operative bank depositors aré 
called. 


Future of Co-operative Banks

TEMPORARY JUDGE 
SYSTEM DEFENDE 


Right of Chief Justice Calling In 
Lower Court Judges to Su- 
perior Court Questioned 


Interegt was shown today by offi- 
cilals and lawyers in the State House 
in the statement that certain Massa- 
chusetts attorneys propose to question 
before the Supreme Judicial Court the 
constitutionality of the law which pro- 
vides that the chief justice of the Su- 
perior Court may call to the superior 


bench, temporarily, a justice of the 
District Court, provided he is not a 
member of the Boston bench. 

Attorneys Francis B. Burns of Na- 
tick, Martin Hays of Brighton, and 
Daniel F. Daly, are appealing to the 
higher court as the result of cases 
they were trying in the Suffolk County 
and Norfolk County Superior Courts 
being heard by district court justices 
summoned by Walter Perley Hall, 
Chief Justice of the Superior Court, for 
those duties. Sentences imposed by the 
district judges acting temporarily as 
Superior Court justices aré to be ques- 
tioned, if the attorneys in the suits 
gvhich were decided against their 
clients do not change their purpose. 

Authority Questioned 

The right of the judges of the dis- 
trict court to sit, as well as the right 
of the Superior Court Justice to call 
upon them for assistance, is ques- 
tioned. 

The law which permits the chief 
justice of the Superior Court to call 
to the bench district court judges, 
except justices of the Boston municipal 
court, was advocated and the sub- 
stance of it framed by the Judicature 
Commission in 1921. 

Judge Henry N. Sheldon, and Attor- 
‘neys George R. Nutter and Addison 
L. Green were the members of the 
Judicature Commission which practi- 
cally framed the law. They were ap- 
pointed by Calvin Coolidge when he 
was Governor of Massachusetts. 
Frank W. Grinnell, secretary of the 
Massachusetts Bar Association, was 
the secretary of the commission. 

One official today who had much to 
do with the work of framing this law 
said to a representative of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor: “This law was 
framed merely to expedite justice in 
Massachusetts. The courts, as all 
know, are overburdened now with 
work and the Superior Court dockets 
are crowded. | 

Points to Authority 

“This commission kw®w very well that 
the Legislature credted the Superior 
Court and later the district courts. 
The Supreme Court is established by 
the Constitution and is on a different 
plane. The Legislature, having created 
the Superior and district courts, had 
a. perfect right to pass another law 
whereby a judge from the district, or 
lower, court could be summoned to 
help try certain kinds of cases in the 
Superior Court if the chief justice 
should decide it advisable to draft 
them. 

“That's all there is to this dispute. 
The attorneys are welcome to take 
up their cases for appeal to the Su- 
preme Court on the ground that a 
district judge could not try a case in 
the Superior Court nor render judg- 
ment. I am perfectly confident as to 
the result.”

‘convention will end tonight with a 
banquet at the Congress Square Hotel. 

Many of the more important activi- 
ties of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of the World were outlined by 
its president, Louis E. Holland of 
| Kansas City, in his address to the con- 
| vention yesterday. 
| There is no greater menace to pros- 
|perity today than the fraudulent ad- 
_vertisement and the high pressure 
| stock salesman, he said, and this de- 
| partment was helping to do away with 
|them by means of its own origin and 
'42 Better Business Bureaux it had 
established throughout the country. 
| He said that, to his mind, the adver- 
tising man or woman was one of the 
‘most important individuals in any or- 
ganization, because he represented the 
point of contact with the public, and 
if anything was wrong with a product 
‘he first found it out and gave the con- 
cern an opportunity to correct it. 

Chester T. Campbell of Boston, 
chairman of the association, said that, 
although the south had made a big 
bid for New England’s textile busi- 
ness and the west for the New Eng- 
land shoe industry, the advertising 
men of these states, as well as the 
manufacturers, would see to it that 
New England held her own. 

Edward L. Greene, manager of the 
Boston Better Business Commission 
of Boston, which is really a branch of 
the National Vigilance Department, 
told of what had been done to promote 
'more honest merchandising in Boston. 
Among other things it had successfully 
‘reduced the use of trade names that 
'misrepresented the nature of a prod- 
eet. insisting that goods which were 
‘not all wool should not be advertised 
‘as wool; that goods which were 
[part linen and part cotton should be 
‘marketed under a name that would 
‘not give the purchaser the impression 
| that they were all linen, and that furs 
‘should be sold under their correct 
names. 
| He deplored the too frequent use of 
‘comparative prices, and said a cam- 
paign had been waged in Boston to 
‘limit merchants in using comparative 
'prices to the last price at which the 
‘merchandise was offered before a 
sale: In other words not to offer gar- 
ments which had been reduced from 
$50 to $35 and then to $25, as gar- 
ments reduced from $50 to $25. 

He said that professional shoppers 
were employed to check up on the 
quality of merchandise offered, and 
report, and that prosecutions, if 
necessary, followed misrepresenta- 
tions.

Protests against continued post- 
ponement by the Brookline Selectmen 
of action on the recommendation of 
the chief of police, made Aug. 6, that 
the common victualer’s license of Ar- 
thur Stameris, lunchroom proprietor, 
at 293 Cypress Street, be revoked, and 
cemands for a public hearing, were 
voiced by some 40 prominent Brook- 
line citizens yesterday who surprised 
the selectmen by attending their 
meeting. 

Stameris pleaded guilty and was 
fined $50 on Aug. 3 on a charge of 
keeping and exposing liquor for sale.

recommended that his victualer’s li- 
cense be revoked. ‘The  selectmen 
postponed action at their meetings of 
Aug. 20, Sept. 10 and 17. 

Expressions of opinions by the citi- 
zens were not permitted, as Charles 
F. Rowley, chairman of the board, de- 
clared that there would be no public 
hearing and recommended postpone- 
ment on the grounds that counse] for 
Stameris was not present. Selectman 
G. Loring Briggs protested that there 
had been too much postponement al- 
ready. 

Next Monday, the recommendation 
of the chief of police will again come 
before the selectmen for decision. 
Several citizens predicted that a larger 
delegation than attended yesterday’s 
hearing would be present and that a 
demand would be made for a public 
hearing. 

“Decision on an important matter of 
public policy such as this should be 
made at a meeting where the people 
can hear and be heard,” said one. 
“Star-chamber proceedings are bad 
business.” Another added:

Women have intu- 
ition to a marked degree and they 
would not listen to a man if he tried 
to influence them to bring in a wrong 
verdict,” said Mr. Silverstein.

The old Spanish cannon, which was 
captured from the Spaniards by 
United States military forces under 
Major-General Shafter in Cuba in 1898, 
and later given by the Navy Depart- 
ment to Massachusetts, is to be dudi- 
cated officially and publicly by Chan- 
ning H. Cox, Governor of Massaciu- 
setts, and the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, United Spanish War Vete- 
rans. The old gun was cast originally 
for Spanish service in Europe by the 
Count de Ezpeleta, in 1808, recast in 
Seville, in 1848, and later sent to 
Cuba for part of the insular arma- 
ment. It is now being mounted in 
front of the west wing of the State 
House. 

The inscription which the Massa- 
chusetts Art Commission has ordered 
to de cast for the encient gun follows: 


A Spanish Cannon 
Taken in the Spanish-American War, 1898, 
By American Forces in Cuba. 
Assigned to Massachusetts by the 
Department, July 24, 1901, 
Dedicated by the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, United Spanish War Vet- 
erans, Oct. 12, 1923.

Every dramatic critic ought to write 
a play, if only for the purpose of en- 
larging his sympathies with those 
whose work he must comment upon, 
by compelling himself, for once, to 
build up instead of to appreciate, and 
to face in person the difficulties and 
pitfalls which must be overcome or 
evaded by every playwright who 
means to succeed. Most of the dra- 
matic critics, I suppose, have at- 
tempted the task with some measure 
of success; but few can have Mr. 
Archer’s number of plays to their 
credit—some half a dozen. Not all 
of these have yet been produced. 
Archer began, as far back as 1881, 
with a five-act drama of which he 
does not greatly care to be reminded 
—entitled “Australia, or the Bush- 
rangers,” presented at the old Grecian 
Theater, London. During the 40 years 
that followed, he devoted himself prin- 
cipally to dramatic criticism—which, 
with Mr. A. B. Walkley, he was the 
means of raising to a higher plane of 
journalism than it had occupied for 
several decades—and to the translat- 
ing, staging and _ introduction of 
Ibsen plays. 

Today the critic has definitely 
turned . dramatist, and, curiously 
enough, in doing so has discarded 
completely all Scandinavian influence, 
and has avoided also any desire he 
may have had to handle dramatically 
some of those social-political topics 
which we know he has at heart— 
choosing rather to write a melodrama, 
at once old-fashioned and up-to-date, 
with aeroplanes, wireless, youthful 
lovers, humorous villains, imminent 
dangers, and hair-breadth escapes 
complete. We rubbed our eyes. Could 
this be Mr. Archer?

Search for Systems 


Nothing entirely satisfactory has re- 
sulted from this period of work and 
study which can only be regarded as 
un experimental one. 

Some plays are a great success. The 
dominating idea which led to their 
production has apparently been fully 
realized. Yet perhaps the next play 
using the same motives fails. The rea- 
son for this weakness is that scenic 
_effects are evolved of one’s self. They 
do not really exist except in relation 
to the play they are going to animate. 

The great mistake, the fundamental 
error, committed by. French stage di- 
rectors is that they systematize new 
ideas when they get them. Russtan 
technique, Reinhardt technique, Gor- 
don Craig or Appia theories, they are 
“all excellent and not to be overlooked 
when wisdom governs their applica- 
tion, But when it comes to applica- 
tion it is unhappily evident that our 
directors ate fishing around. 

An entire play will be unscrupu- 
lously sacrificed to a merely personal 
conception. Their desire for origin- 
ality is so great and their boldness so 
ardent that they reduce the creative 
art of the author to the level of their 
own imagination. This is not exactly 
the role of a stage director, 


Permanent Qualities 


This state of affairs is, however, 
beginning to be recognized and it is 
high time that it was, too, Because, 
in carrying out these more or less 
incoherent decorative experiments, 
the risk is run of losing the measured 
qualities of tact, taste, and the equilib- 
vium of style that are the outstand- 
ing virtues of French dramatic art. 
While it seems reasonable to renew 
traditions, it would be disastrous 
under the pretext of renovating them 
to bring about. results that are both 
-anarchistic and chaotic. This was a

The only difference between a New 
Engiand village and a beehive is that 
the former not only looks quiet but is 
quiet. This particular town, in this 
particular play, however, is the prover- 
bial exception, with disturbing clements 
found in the persons of an underpaid 
and unappreciated minister, his Parisian 
niece, and the inevitable young man 
obviously dazzled to find an attractive 
bit of the Continent taking root in Con- 
necticut farm land. When Diane arrives 
to make her home with her father’s 
brother David, she finds him trying to 
make a living and“play the Good Samar- 
itan on “sturvation wages” and the 
donations of parishioners. She believes 
that his sermons, although well written, 


lack force, because the members of his, 


congregation, looking down on him dur- 
ing the week, cannot look up to him on 
Sunday, and convinces him that it 
his duty to refuse what she calls ‘tips 
like a waiter” and live on what he 
is: paid. 

In the attempt to refuse charity and 
still make both ends meet, Diane be- 
comes housekeeper and cook; Andy, the 
village drunkard, is metamorphosed 
into her devoted han¢cy raan, and the 
minister, freed from material cares of 
the household, devotes more time to his 
writing. The church members, aghast 
at the publicity given these economies, 
act less Christlike than ever and en- 
deavor to cloak their cwn humiliation 
by calling shame upon their clergyman 
and his family. The bero's father ar- 
rives from New York to lift the financial 
burden off the shoulders of his old 
friend David; and now that the latter 
is able to assume a social position equal, 
if not superior, to theirs, the scandal- 
mongers retract their statements, ‘the 
minister’s niece and the financier’s son 
become engaged, and life in the village 
again assumes the placid exterior of the 
aforementioned beehive. 


The acting in this all too probable | 


comedy, which calls forth tears both 


of laughter and of grief, is not to be) 


lightly spoken of. Those who saw Mr. 
Golden’s production of “Lightnin’” will 


expect to find just such lifelike types | 


in this play, and they will not be dis- 
appointed. . When a set of people can 
act so simply and spontaneously that 
they do not appear to be playing parts, 
the portrayal of such eccentric char- 
acterization as is shown in “Thank-U” 
is not only entertaining, but remark- 
able. Martha Hedman, of “The Boom- 
erang” fame, is all that could be ex- 
pected, and more, as Diane. Her cot- 
ton frock and dusting cap of ministerial 
housekeeper are worn with as much 
vivacity as her Parisian gowns and her 
air of independence, and the revealing 
of a strong character under superficial 
foreign prettiness is done smoothly and 
convincingly. 

Frank Monroe gives an able presen- 
tation of a typical New Yorker—if 
there is one—with too much money for 
his only son's good. .. Expressionless, his 
countenance nevertheless exhibits re- 
straint, self-control and utter self-con- 
fidence. His words are brief, if slightly 
profane, and to the point; no effort is 
wasted; power is there, but the power 
of the man, not his money. Richard 
Sterling plays the rich man’s son who 
doesn't “go in for” things not done in 
his crowd. Love of Diane and a change 
from night life to farm life work won- 
ders for him. He denotes a change 
from a man anxiously seeking his own 
amusement to one eagerly searching 
to set things to rights for the wronged. 
His acting is too heavy in the first act 
to make contrast with the earnestness 
displayed in the last two; but as the 
exigencies of the plot demand a certain 
amount 
there is certainly more than enough to 
laugh at in the pther characters.

The mounting of values will have 
some effect in cutting down the buying, 
but the fact that wages as a whole are 
still at peak levels, that there is very 
little unemployment throughout the 
country, and that the purchasing power 
of the farming districts will be con- 
siderably better this year than it was 
last, seem encouraging. 

It is pointed out, however, that an- 
other short crop of cotton may result 
in very fancy prices for the raw ma- 
terial before the season is over, if the 
cotton manufacturing industry should 
run at full capacity for the greater part 
of the time. 

Competition for business, therefore, is 
going to be very keen, and with little 
opportunity of cheap raw material pur- 
chases, the year is likely to be one of 
meager profits for the mills. 

On the other hand, the resistance of 
-the consumer to the higher prices that 
are bound to result at the retail coun- 
ters is expected to be strong enough to 
make things lively for the distributor, 
too, and it may be that profits there 
will have to be cut to the bone’ also in 
order to keep business volumes at 
normal. 

There has been heavy buying of the 
coarser types of goods during the last 
week, and it has not been confined to 
the clothing trade. 

There has been volume purchasing of 
sheetings by *the bag trade; there has 
been heavy buying of low-count cloths, 
so called, and very heavy dealing in 
drills and similar goods used for 
cnameling.

CHONBRUNN, one of the bravest 
S names in American history, if one 
of the most neglected, has been 
unearthed by a research party from 
the Ohio Archeological and Historical 
Museum, in accordance with an act of 
the recent Legislature appropriating 
funds and appointing a commission 
for the work. The town was founded 
May 3, 1772, by the Moravian mis- 
sionaries, David Zeisberger and John 
Heckewelder and 28 Indian converts. 
-. In the midst of the log cabins, the 
earliest settlement in the region which 
later became the State of Ohio, were 
built the first 
school in that region. 
was held the first peace conference | 
the northwest territory, and at this 
place was established the first temper- 
ance community in the west. 

Pieces of old Wedgwood aid Delft 
ware were found by the archeologists, 
headed by Dr. William C. Mills, of 
Ohio State University, and there was 
a specimen among the china of the 
rare old Onion pattern. Much of the 
glass was undeniably of German man- 
ufacture, said Dr. Mills, establishing 
beyond a doubt, he believes, that the 
region is the authentic site of Schon- 
‘brunn. Little difficulty was found in 
reaching the place because of photo- 
graphs made from drawings of the 
ancient town, in the Moravian archives 
at Bethlehem, Pa. 

The Early Laws 

The old town was about three miles 
from New Philadelphia, Tuscarawas 
County. O. It was built ina beau- 
tiful part of the Muskingum valley. 
The remarkable character of the In- 
dian families which made up the 
settlement is commented upon by 
many authors and historians whose

“works have touched upon the early 


northwest. ‘Upon the genuine zeal 
and consistent purpose of these re- 
generated tribesmen, there is no better 
commentary,” writes E. A. Randall, 
in his “History of Ohio,” “than the laws 
adopted to govern their religious life 
and social conduct. 

“They were to know no other God 
but the one only true God, who made 
us all and all creatures and came into 
this world in order to save sinners; 
to Him alone will we pray; we will 
rest from work on the Lord’s Day and 
attend public service; we will honor 
our father and our mother, and when 
they grow old we will do for them all 
that we can; we will have nothing to 
thieves, murderers, adul- 
terers and drunkards; we will take no 
part in heathenish rites or festivals; 
we will not scold nor beat one another, 
nor lie; whoever injures the property 
of his neighgor shall make restitution. 

“We will not admit rum or any other 
intoxicating liquor into our towns; if 


~strangers or traders bring intoxicat- 


ing liquor, the helpers shall take it 
from them and not restore it until the 
owners are ready to leave the place; 
we will not go to war and we will not 
buy anything of warriors, taken in 
war,” 
The Moravian Wanderers 

The Moravian founders of the town 

Schénbrunn came over from 
Europe in 1736 to the Georgian 
colony established by the philanthro- 
pist, James Oglethrope, in the same 
ship that brought John Wesley, who 
became very friendly to them, as did 
later the ministers of many other 
sects who traveled to Schonbrunn 
and who have left records of their 
impressions of the settlement. Dan- 
ger of war with the Florida Spaniards 
caused the Moravians to remove from 
Georgia to Bethlehem, Pa., still the 
seat of their religion, and whence 
they sent out their brave pioneering 
missionaries among the tribes of In- 
dians west of Pittsburgh. 

Zeisberger and Heckewelder, whose 
chronicles in the Bethlehem archives 
supply the most complete and authen- 
tic story of their work in Ohio, made 
notable conversions. Among them 
were those of Shikillany, a chief of 
the Six Nations and father of Logan, 
the Mingoe chieftain, whose speech to 
Lord Dunmore beneath the Logan elm,

As a “Half-Way own” 


Within a short time after it was 
settled, Schonbrunn become known 
as one of the “half-way towns.” This 
stigma spelled its doom even while 
the Indians went about their peaceful 
work of tilling the soil and teaching 
the way of righteousness to their Ohio 
brethren. The very location of the 
town meant turmoil and tragedy. It 
was a buffer between the American 
settlements in the Fort Pitt region 
and the British stronghold at Detroit.

While the Christian towns maintained 
an attitude of neutrality at all times, 
their sympathies were American, and 
more than one occasion they

Schénbrunn was burned after the 
Gnadenhutten massacre, but many of 
its people had been warned and es- 
caped. The impress of the Moravian 
Indians was left forever upon the 
west, however, and the work begun 
hy Zeisberger and Heckewelder was 
destined never to stop. The torch 
they carried into the darkness of the 
northwest territory was to be kept 
burning. In recognition of this the 
site of SchOnbrunn will be bought by 
the State and a suitable memorial 
erected there.

One of the books, “De Constantia,” in 
the original Latin, is copperplate en- 
graving throughout, every letter as 
perfect as if printed from type. The 
date on that is 1631, and it is ex- 
quisitely bound.

has sprung up, in England and 
America. But strangely enough, it 
appears to have antedated the trans- 
lations of the Chinese into English. 
It seems a spontaneous growth, hap- 
pening upon methods dating back to 
“the T’ang dynasty of the eighth cen- 
tury, or even more distant days.

In dealing with the actual Chinese 
poetry which we have in translations, 
we find it next to impossible to judge 
of the exact metrical effect of the 
original. The Chinese language, we 
learn, is mostly monosyllabic, the 
forms expressing root ideas—with 
vowel sounds prevailing. Another dif- 
ficulty arises from the use of tone, to 
distinguish words which would ap- 
pear to the foreigner to be identical 
in sound. There are three notes—the 
“rising, the entering, the sinking.” 
These were used for the purpose of 
~hythm as well as for the meaning. 
Rimes ,were employed in the even 
lines of the poem, and there was a 
‘parallelism of structure comparable 
to that found in the Hebrew Psalms. 
Most strikingly characteristic was the 
condensation of Chinese lyrics—the 
regular lengths were four, eight, 
twelve, or sixteen lines. And much 
of the effects in these brief poems 
depended upon the symbols of the 
letters, for “caligraphy and poetry 
are mixed up together in the Chinese 
mind.” All these, and still other con- 
siderations, make it evident how dif- 
ficult it is to judge the poetry ade- 
quately. But there are certain fea- 
tures seen even in translations which

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EDITORIALS 
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Tue reported determination of the German Govern- 
ment to abandon the policy of passive resistanceinthe Ruhr, 
if fulfilled, will bring to an end a 
situation which has almost de- 
stroved the industrial prosperity 
of Europe, and seriously men- 
aced its peace. It is the outcome 
Wisdom | which this paper has foreseen 

| and steadily predicted. Behind 
~~ the smoke screen of propaganda, 
steadily put forth from German sources, has always been 
the irrefutable truth that France was simply adopting 
a time-honored method of the preferred creditor in seek- 
ing to seize upon the property of a defaulting debtor. 
Indeed the justification for the action of I'rance was even 
ereater than this, because the debt incurred by Germany 
did not result from normal commercial or financial re- 
lations, but was rather the obligation imposed upon a 
raider to return his loot. 

It does not seem probable that Germany would have 
undertaken the expensive, and from the first hopeless, 
task of meeting the French occupation of the Ruhr by a 
systematic policy of passive resistance, had the German 
Government not been persuaded of sympathetic action 
on the part of England, and possibly also of the United 
States. The withdrawal of the United States troops 
from the Rhine immediately upon the French advance 
into German territory was a wise act, springing from the 
perfectly obvious policy of the United States to avoid any 
further entanglements in Europe. But coming as it did, 
at the moment of the occupation, it was taken by the 
Germans as an expression of American condemnation of 
the French. Whether any such idea was in the minds 
of the Government at Washington is not clear, but it 1s 
certain that public sentiment in the United States has 
been steadily back of the French policy, even though it 
deplored the necessity for the exercise of that policy, 
and that no action on the part of the American Govern- 
ment could change the character of that sentiment. 

Nevertheless. the Germans belfeved that American 
sentiment was with them. More than that, they unques- 
tionably believed that they might hope for some overt 
assistance from the British Government. Great Britain 
did unquestionably manifest sympathy for Germany and 
disapproval of the French action through its official 
governmental utterances. It is probable that the attitude 
assuined successively by the Lloyd George, the -Bonar 
Law, and the Stanley Baldwin governments enjoyed the 
support of a majority of the British people, although 
there has been a vigorous and articulate criticism of that 
policy expressed in various sections of the English press, 
and by parliamentary minorities. But beyond words the 
British Government has not ventured to go, apparently 
feeling no assurance that the British public would fol- 
low it. 

Accordingly, after long months of passive resistance, 
in which the wages of the workmen who refused to serve 
the French have been paid out of the German treasury, 
Herr Stresemann’s Government gives up the contest in 
despair. .At some time, doubtless, figures will be forth- 
coming to show how great has been the cost to Germany 
of this futile defiance. There are those who have be- 
lieved that if a like amount of money had been applied 
in good faith to the discharge of the German obligations, 
or to checking the rapid deterioration of the German 
mark, that Nation would be further on the pathway 
toward restored prosperity, and enjoying today a greater 
measure of confidence in international circles. The world 
is fairly well convinced now that the measure of obliga- 
tions imposed upon Germany by the Versailles Sreaty 
is too heavy to be borne by that or any conceivable nation. 
On the other hand, the world is very far from being 
convinced that at any time Germany has made so sincere 
and earnest an effort to meet even a portion of these obli- 
gations as to justify an international movement for her 
relief. The most hopeful feature of the new Stresemann 
policy is its seeming purpose.of seeking to regain the 
good will of the world outside of Germany, To accom- 
plish that, without sacrificing the political support at home 
essential to the permanence of his Government, is unques- 
tionably a difficult task. There is all the more reason 
why the foreign governments with which Herr Strese- 
mann has to deal should avoid putting difficulties in his 
wav. When Germany sincerely seeks to merit the good 
will of the world, there should be no hesitation in the 
acceptance of her overtures,

to do. It is the calm and considered expression of the 
judgment of the American people, expressed through 
their Congress and the legislatures of the several states, 


that the evils incident to the liquor traffic as a whole. 


should no longer be permitted to exist. For years the 
saloon had spread its destructive influences, corrupting 
the home, the ballot box, and even the political power 
which sought to control it. It had filled jails and prisons, 
almshouses and asylums. It had reached out its tentacles 
toward churches and schools, and left its defiling mark 
upon the pages of history, The Eighteenth Amendment 
is not a mere law, a ukase, a reversible statute enacted as 
an expedient. It is, in the fullest sense, not a proscrip- 
tion, but a declaration of the sincere and considered pur- 
pose of a self-governing people. 

But this fundamental law is being violated. There 
exist powerful conspiracies designed to overthrow and 
nullify the declared purpose of the people. So there is 
need for “sentinels of the Republic.” There -is need 
that a counter attack be organized to render ineffective the 
assaults which those who declare themselves to be de- 
fenders of the Constitution are, selfishly or unwisely, 
making upon it. Is it to be permitted, if what Dr. Conrad 
Says is true, that the foundation be undermined and 
destroyed by those who, masquerading as friends and 
defenders of the Constitution, place appetite and indul- 
gence first and the supremacy of the law second? There 
are millions of people in the United States who can un- 
equivocally support the declared purpose of the Sentinels 
of the Republic. Perhaps, as has been proposed, enough 
of these should ally themselves with the organization to 
compel an adherence to that purpose. Jf the object is 
to uphold the Constitution as a whole, it is difficult to 
reconcile the frequent attacks which the sponsors of the 
society are making upon an indivisible provision of that 


IN view of the election of small state members on 
the Council of the League of Nations at the present ses- 
sion of the Assembly at Geneva, 
the attitude of Finland has sud- 
denly become important. As it 
is possible that during the com- 
ing year such vital matters as 
reparations and the economic 
reconstruction of [Europe may 
come before the Council—the 
administration of the Saar certainly will—the conflicting 
policies represented by France and Great Britain are 
likely to find expression in the choice of temporary mem- 
bers. Last year Hjalmar Branting, the Swedish Premier, 
was elected to represent the neutrals and the Baltic region. 
During the war he had been a consistent and valuable 
friend of the Allies, but in the post-war treatment of 
Germany he has inclined to the British thesis rather than 
to that of M. Poincare. This summer he took the risk 
of questioning the too pro-French administration of the 
Saar district by the Council's representatives and thereby 
incurred the hostility of the French industrialists. It 1s 
therefore probable that in the Assembly of the League, 
French influences will be mobilized to prevent his re- 
election and to choose someone more amenable to sug- 
gestions from Paris. 

Where is France to find such a trusted lieutenant ? 
The first country that comes to thought is Poland. the 
ally of France. And sure enough, soon after the Baltic 
conference, held at Riga in July, it was rumored that the 
states there represented had agreed to support a Polish 
candidate for the League’s Council. The success of this 
plan depends to a great extent on Finland. A Warsaw 
letter with an official undertone, printed in Le Temps for 
Aug. 18, admits that even despite the nonparticipation of 
Lithuania, the proposed Baltic Union was not formed, 
because of the hesitations of, inland, and that in Finland 
itself, as well as in the Scandinavian countries and Ger- 
inany, there has been a lively press debate on what for- 
eign friends Finland should choose. 

The problem is unusually difficult. On the one hand, 
the influential Swedish population of T*inland naturally 
favors a close co-operation with the Scandinavian states. 
On the other, the country’s exposed position and the 
uncertainty of Russian policv demand collaboration for 
mutual defense with the neighbors to the south. Though 
Finland constitutes for Sweden a bulwark to the east, 
the latter has so far hesitated both to aid it in its campaign 
for independence from Russia and to pledge future sup- 
port. SWedish opinion is particularly apprehensive about 
Finland's association with the new, and not yet fully 
stabilized, Baltic states and Poland. If it accepts their 
invitations to make common cause with them, is it not 
likely to be drawn into the whirlpool of European politics 
which do not directly concern it, and if so involved would 
it not also draw Sweden in? In particular, if it now 
supports a Polish candidate for the Council of the League, 
will it not thereby commit itself to aid the French repara- 
tions policies? .\ Swedish Liberal paper of pro-British 
tendencies tauntingly asks if inland intends to enlist in 
the French Foreign Legion, 

So far inland has not definitely committed itself. 
Foreign Minister Vennola believes that it is possible both 
to co-operate with the Baltic states and Poland for the: 
preservation of peace in eastern urope and to cultivate 
the most friendly cultural relations with Sweden. In the 
current European conflicts linland observes a strictly 
neutral attitude, he savs. ‘Correct and peacefully stable 
relations with Russia,” are lis country’s aim, On the 
other hand “Hufvudstads Bladet,’ an important Swedish 
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organ of Helsingfors, writes that the Government cannot 
ride two horses at the samé time and that since England 
is trying to mobilize European opinion in order to compel 
I*rance to adopt a more reasonable reparations policy, l‘in- 
land ought to give it what support it can. The Assembly 
clection will tell the decision. 


IT SEEMS at first sight somewhat strange, in view of,the 
thousands of men and women who have lost money 
through the activities of fraudu- 
lent “bucket shop” schemes anal 
doubtful brokerage methods, 
that a public hearing on the pro- 
posed changes’ to perfect the 
“Blue Sky” law in Massachu- 
| setts should only attract four or 
~ five individuals. This, how- 
ever, was the case when the Department of Public Utili- 
ties sat for such a hearing the other day and adjourned 
after waiting about fifteen minutes for others who did 
not arrive. Incidentally, none of the four or five present 
cared to speak. On further consideration, the fact that 
this situation should exist is not a matter for surprise, 
because the very type of person who is most easily ‘de- 
ceived by stock jobbers, owing to ignorance, is hardly 
likely to feel competent to express outspoken views in a 
public hearing in order to air his or her grievances. 

That these grievances exist, however, is unfortunately 
only too apparent to anyone wht has been in the least 
degree in touch with the stock promotion situation of late 
years. It is not necessary to go into detail concerning 
individual schemes which have. been “put across’’—they 
are only too well known to thousands of people on all 
sides—nor is it necessary to specify the methods whereby 
unscrupulous dealers have been, and are, fleecing their 
customers. The fact remains that there is a great need 
in Massachusetts, as well as in practically every other 
state in the Union, for legislation which will protect, so 
far as possible, ignorant investors from the ravages of 
those who make it their business to defraud such of their 
hard-earned savings. 

In Massachusetts the “Blue Sky” law is effective 
within certain limits, but experience has proved that it 
is far from perfect. In some instances, for example, 
promoters have been able to float a large amount of 
worthless or questionable stock between the time of filing 
a notice of intention and the time when the department 
has finally studied the information submitted. The whole 
question is one which needs the most careful attention, 
as abuses can so easily creep in’ because any measures 
designed to safeguard the people's interest in this way 
can very readily drift into proscriptive, dictatorial legis- 
lation. As at present constituted, and with further power 
added to it along the lines of its present regulations, the 
Massachusetts “Blue Sky” law should be strongly upheld. 
Moreover, if federal legislation is enacted in December, 
as seems at present likely, there should be the strictest 
co-operation between state and federal officials in the 
protecting of the people's interests. One thing is certain, 
and that is, that no matter how legitimate a svstem may 
itself be, abuses of that system which result in robbing 
the public must come to a stop.

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Japan—Viewed From Europe | 
By Sistey Hupprrston J 


PARIS, Sept. If (Special Correspondence )—Europe is 
continuing its task of bringing succor to Japan, thus not lagging 
behind the United States. An which 
recently occurred in Japan helps to make the whole world kin 
and enables all peoples to understand their common brother- 
hood. But without dwelling on the moral lessons which are 
to be drawn, the moment is opportune to sum up the special 
l;uropean reactions to the Japanese earthquake. 

‘The first consideration that itself was that, 
although the’ genuine losses of France are not thereby mini- 
mized, we have now the spectacle of a nation which, for prac- 
tical purposes, did not take part in or suffer from’ the war, 
suddenly afflicted with a loss which is almost as great in the 
material sense as that suttered by France as.a result of the war. 

France certainly will not be induced to abandon her claims 
on Germany, nor is there any reason why France should not 
obtain a large portion at least of the scheduled reparations. 
But even in France the damages sustained are now put in a better 
perspective. By a remarkably good propaganda system (in this 
respect at any rate) France has impressed the world with the 
immensity and intensity of the devastated regions. Whenever 
one thinks of France, one thinks of great ruined areas. 

i > > 

Now there has lately been, as was inevitable, a reaction in 
England and elsewhere a: perpetual crv of the devas- 
tated regions. England is beginning to say that the real battle- 
field was only a narrow strip of.territory, and only one corner 
ot it, now known as the red zone, was utterly ruined. There 
is as much exaggeration in this attempt to reduce the losses of 
Irance. to insignificant proportions as, perhaps, there was .in 
the successful attempt of France to represent them in the most 
astronomical terms. Undoubtedly individual proprietors mag- 
nified their claims. Undoubtedly the new factories do not 
merely replace the old factories, but add to the efficiency and 
productivity of I*rance, since the factories are now well 
equipped, instead of having obsolete machinery. 

This is not a digression. ‘The’ Japanese disaster puts in a 
new light the European disaster. “There is a new standard 
by which to mfeasure a country’s losses, and it would seem that 
the chord of sympathy for material damages should not be 
played so loudly as to influence our judgment with regard to 
I‘rench action or deafen any legal or moral appeals to justice. 

At the same time there were cynics in Europe who, regard- 
ing the simultaneous quarrel between Greece and Italy, with 
its menace of a new war, regarding the Italian defiance of the 
League of Nations, which is not yet strong enough to stop a 
nation from fighting if it really means to fight, remarked that 
it was a pity that earthquakes could not bé distributed so that 
some of the effects would fall upon certain European capitals. 
This skeptical observation, unpleasant as it sounds, has, how- 
ever, in it this element of truth: that before a_ natural 
catastrophe the little gims and the petty quarrels of the diplo- 
matists and the would-be Napoleons secm of small moment. 
Supposing that, in point of fact, Japan had been conducting 
itself as Italy conducted itself toward Greece, how swiftly 
would much of this national amour propre, this demand for 
the saluting of flags, be forgotten: how trivial would the 
thunder of the statesmen appear! Or if one supposes a 
geographical displacement of the earthquake, if it had heen 
Rome which suffered while Corfu was being occupied, how 
quickly would the artificial problems which have kept Europe 
in a state of anxiety have vanished! 

> > So 

Another statement that one encounters in the European 
press is that .Japanese development) has been set back for a 
century. his is putting the case far too high. It may indeed 
be that a generation will pass before Japan stands relatively in 
the same position as it stood a year or two ago, when the 
Washington Conference was being held. ‘Che worst damage 
will be repaired in a few vears. But in spite of the energy 
which Japan possesses, it will be a long time before everything 
has been made good. Unhappily, there has been/a tendency to 
consider progress as involving a race in armaments, rather than 
an increase of co-operation between nations. From this point 
of view the United States undoubtedly loses a competitor. 

But happily, on the other hand, this sort of rivalry being 
forgotten, Kurope and America now rival each other in rushing 
to the assistance of Japan. “Fhe human instinct, after all. is 
to help those who are afflicted, and if, properly considered, the 
recent events have shown up the folly of European dissensions, 
Japanese ambitions, and American preoccupations about the 
Pacific, they have also brought out in the clearest wav the 
spirit of altruism, of compassion and of helpfulness. ; 

We are reminded that we depend on one another. We are 
reminded that our politics-engendered differences are super- 
ficial. We are reminded that-our diplomatic calculations, our 
human dreams and ambitions, may at any moment be swept 
away like chaft betore the wind. We are reminded that there 
is a divinity which shapes our ends, and that individuals should 
interest themselves only in forwarding the welfare of their 
neighbors, and nations learn to live in amity, animated by a 
desire for mutual assistance.
